Mosses have been documented from the West Indies from as early as the 
late 17th century. However, most work on the group has only been floristic 
listings or the inclusion of West Indian species in more wide-ranging mon¬ 
ographs. Many species have not been analyzed since their original descrip¬ 
tion. Indeed, the vast majority of the following references are either descrip¬ 
tions of new species, floristic lists or monographs that happen to cover a 
few West Indian species. For this reason, a monographic flora of the West 
Indian mosses was proposed and is underway. All species that have been 
described from the West Indies, as well as many from the northern Andes 
—the area with the closest affinities to the Antillean moss flora— are being 
critically studied, described and illustrated. As a preparation to the initiation 
of this flora, the following bibliography was compiled so that literature 
records could be checked. Because of increases interest in the West Indies 
it seemed appropriate to share the following bibliography. 
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
